I, Jeffrey Chamberlain, declare based n my firsth nd knowledg : 


1. I am an engineer in my own right. I have a Bachelor's degree 
in mechanical engineering. 

2. As such, I know with absolute clarity that in a reservoir 
having a compressible wall and an airtight cap, compressing the 
wall will automatically result in a net greater pressure inside 
the reservoir as opposed to outside the reservoir. Anyone who is 
an engineer or scientist knows this. 

3. I am an expert in my own Invention. As such I know that the 
specific problem my invention solves is how to provide a portable 
water supply for a dog or other pet which is operated by^the 
animal's characteristic chewing behavior. ^s>* 

4. The Dorta patent (Number S495870) is for children, not dogs, 
and is operated by pushing an actuator, not by chewing. This 
does not address the problem which is solved by ray invention. 
Dorta has an outer shell of a relatively hard plastic material 
and has as its object that it will not release its contents 
during play. Chawing is play for a dog, and the resilient 
compressible outer shell of ray invention releases its contents to 
a dog during such play. Dorta does not address the problem which 
is solved by my invention. 

9. The Warehlme patent (Number 4930645) is for inrants, not 
dogs, it is specifically designed to simulate the mother's 
breasts. Chewing th moth r' br asts is s m thing which we 


discourage rather than encourage. This patent d es not address 
th problem which la solved by ray inv ntlon, and in fact teaches 
away from my invention. 

6, The Sofia patent (Number 5993285) Is for teething infants, 
n t for dogs, it is constructed to fit on the infant's hand. 
Dogs do not have hands. No liquid is stored in the Sofia 
invention and no liquid comes out of the Sofia invention- The 
Sofia patent does not address the problem which is solved by my 
invention* It in fact teaches away from my invention since it 
attaches to a portion of the anatomy that dogs do not even have. 
Moreover, the Sofia patent teaches away from the Warehime patent 
and vice versa. Warehime simulates the mother's breasts, where 
chewing is discouraged. Sofia encourages chewing. Combining 
these two references results in an invention that trains infants 
to chew their mother's breasts. That does not address the 
problem which is solved by my invention. 

7. The Rubin patent (Number 5S65147) concerns a device which 
contains food rather than liquids. It has holes that are always 

pen rather than valves* The animal causes food to fall out when 
the device is moved around in play, not when it is chewed. The 
Rubin patent does not address the problem which is solved by my 
invention. Moreover, Rubin and Dorta (5495870) teach away from 
each other. Rubin 1 s device purposefully releases food when it is 
used as a toy and that is an object of that invention, Dorta, on 
tne otner nana is purposefully ccmyU uc*c«£ so that is doss net 
release its content when used as a toy and that is an obj ct of 
that inv ntlon. N ither Rubin's inv ntlon nor Dorta* is 


operat d by ch wing. Rubin and Dorta together do not addrei 
proDlem which is s lved by my invention and they teach way
